Body of woman 
found in Fremont

nude body of a woman with se¬ 
vere lacerations of the neck and 
face was discovered by a resi¬ 
dent Monday at Third Street and 
Chase Court here. 

Police identified the woman as 
Kathlene Ann^ I^iramontes» 25 , of 
UfTion Cify. She also went by the 
last name of Patino, according to 
Fremont police clerk Charis 
Eckstrom. “A preliminary inves¬ 
tigation indicates the victim 
probably was killed elsewhere 
and dumped here,** according to 
Detective Dan Fuller. 

It was the second discovery of 
a murder victim here within a 
week.
